There are not xmny people in Rushville who 


can not recall the time when the Boosters for a 
visiting nurse had to go out into-the highways 
and byways and.use every means 'known to the 
, successful canvasser in order to raise enough 
money to.jobtain the most meagre support for a 
trained nurse, who busied, herself helping the 
poor and the afflicted in their hour of distress. 


For years it was_a hard fight, tout the Rushville 


Woman's Council and its predecessors were not 
easily defeated, and that's the reason we have 
the visiting nurse system operating on a sound 
basis in Rushville today. There was a tune when 
solicitations had to be made and people had to be 
begged to give.

submitted frequently. This body of women, rep- 
resenting the women's organizations jof the city, 
has interested, itself in tuberculosis clinics, the 
better babies .movement, milfc lunches in the 
schools, the public health crusade not alone in 


the schools of, Rushville, but the whole rcounty, 
and other worthwhile projects for the betterment 
of the community. 


This splendid organization of women is deserv- 


ing-vof the utmost praise from the. people of 
Rushville-and Rush .county for the very remark- 
able service.they are performing for the com- 
munity. They are entitled to all they shall ever 
get, and then some more;' It, was these women 
who carried on the fight when the chances of 
success.were very sum and when,they did not 
have behind -them the public sentiment that now 
supports them.

the unemployed in having 
happier Christmas. 


Mr. Francis referred to the 


fact that there were 58 families 
being 'supported by township 
funds in this township and urged 
a Rotary club committee, in con- 
junction with committees from 
other organizations, to formu- 
late some plan to give employ- 
ment to heads of the families 
being supported by the township 
to the end that the money thus 
expended might be paid'for la- 
bor performed" instead of being 
given as charity. 


Jack Knecht was notified of 


his election as a member of the 
board of directors to fill a va- 
cancy in recognition of his long 
service as sergeant-at-arms of 
the club. 


Judge Craig pointed out that 


relations between courts .and 
newspapers were-usually cordial 
except where the judge 'or the 
newspaper is radical. He pointed 
out that they were two of the 
most powerful agencies in the 
world and could do an immense 
amount of good or harm, d 
pending upon the way their 
power was used. Judges can't be 
tyranical, neither can newspa- 
pers distort public opinion, incite 
riot and rebellion without caus- 
ing great harm. 


The judge called attention to 


the fact that newspapers may 
print libelous articles, and em- 
phasized the harm that might 
thus be done because one's char- 
acter means more than riches. 


The newspaper 
far , over- 


reaches the power of the court 
because-of the widespread distri- 
bution, he said, arid for that 
reason should be all the more 
careful to their statements of 
facts. Newspapers may retract, 
though retractions *are never 
read as the original statement, 
the judge pointed 
out, but 


judges can't retract and there- 
fore must use great care in de- 
liberating upon an opinion. 


The judge read the freedom of 


speech and the press amend- 
ment to -the U. S. constitution 
and the state constitution, and 
commented that though they 
gave the greatest liberties in, the 
expression 'of opinion, they did 
not license the newspaper or the 
individual to deal hi untruths.
